Well 
do we recall how one eminent 
and writer on constitutional affairs—affect- 
ing particularly the relations between the 
component parts of the British Empire 
rolied his eyes to high heaven as he con- 
templated this, to him, brash manifestation 
of Canada’s arrival as mistress-in her own

Most of the foregoing naturally is so 
much water over the dam. But if there had 
been ary doubt about the solicitude of

Worth $2,059,000 


Commercial fisheries in British 
Columbia during May landed 
catches weighing 17,050,000 
pounds and valued at $2,059,000 

This was reported today by the 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics. 

Biggest single item in the May 
catches was halibut. B.C. fisher 
men. took 11,137,000 pounds, 
valued at $1,522,000 

The halibut season 
May 1 and the quota for Area 2 
Was completed June 1 The 
Canadian catch in this area was 
about equal to fhat of last year 
and a little above that of 1946. 

Because of the rapid catching 
of the quota storage stocks of 
halibut are higher than usual 
Prices, according the bureau, 
are somewhat lower so far this 
season.

The following extract from a resolution passed at the Cleveland 
Convention of the International Typographical Union was sent under 
date of June 3, 1948, to every member of the Union in Canada and 
the United States: 


“It is the sense of this convention that all true and loyal

with Communism as now advocated and practiced 


Non-Communist labor leaders are aware that under Communism 
labor unions lose their power and working people are enslaved by 
a ruling clique of bureaucrats.
